This British Airways Boeing 747-400 papercraft is modelled on the British Airways plane of the same BRIT ARAS 
name. The red and blue mark on the nose, referred to as the Speedbird, is the British Airways (BA) 

logo mark. The design of the mark has undergone changes over the years, however, the name 

"Speedbird" has remained the same since the days of BOAC, which was a predecessor of BA. Even 

today, air traffic controllers and pilots refer to BA planes not as British Airway but as "Speedbirds" in
